The retroactive provision alone, 
will

windfall for an estimated 200,000 
persons who have drawn top ben­ 
efits since last July 1.

bill the governor signed y esterday 
by cutting about 15 per cent from 
the amount they had planned to 
increase the tax on seasonal in­ 
dustries. The max imum tax for 
all industries will go up, but the 
boost for seasonal employ ers will 
be higher.

In signing the measure, Harri­ 
man said that, although he still 
objected to some provisions, the 
bill was a “ substantial improve­ 
ment" over previous Republican 
offerings. 
Industrial Commissioner ‘Isador 
Iaibm also issued a statement in 
which he said that about lH mil­ 
lion benefit claims will have to 
be reex amined. 
The first stage, he said, will be 
the adjustment of rates for persons 
currently idle who are entitled to 
increases, and the preparation of 
lump-sum retroactive checks.

The “General W elfare" is a phrase in the P re ­ 
amble o f the C o nstitutio n which can m ean an y­ 
thing fro m a sentim ental devo tio n to charity to 
a state which regards it as its duty to pro vide fo r 
its citizens all the necessities, benefits and even 
luxuries o f life th a t can be co nceived either by a 
legislative bo dy o r by a 
benevo lent 
ruler o r 
yligarchy. 
W hen translated into mo ney, such benevo lence 
always tends to w ard an eco no mic device generally 
referred to as “inflatio n." W hat is meant by "in­ 
flatio n” usually is that mo re currency is available 
to purchasers than go o ds. In a wo rd, mo ney is 
w o rth less in the m arket place; go o ds co st mo re 
and we enter into a perio d o f the high co st o f 
living. 
W hy this sho uld ever happen in the United 
States which o nly needs to im po rt such items as 
co ffee, tea o r caviare in the way o f fo o d but no th­ 
ing in the way o f fabrics o r building materials, 
it is difficult to say. Actually, the United States 
is putting fo o d in sto reho uses, giving so me away 
free to o ther co untries, but m aintaining high 
prices, par Ay in o rder to pay high wages and 
partly to subsidize vario us pro ducers and dis­ 
tributo rs and special gro ups who po ssess po litical 
advantages. 
But these subsidies do no t pro tect the currency 
fro m lo sing its value. Thus, while o ne may have 
mo re pieces o f paper in his po cket, in fact, so 
much that he canno t carry them in his po cket, the 
mo ney gro ws increasingly less valuable until after 
a w’hile, it beco mes valueless. W hen mo ney is 
valueless, there is # lways a so cial revo lutio n. It 
was the inflatio n in G erm any th at m ade H itler 
po ssible. 
Lo o k at these am azing figures in G erm any 
1919-23. In December, 1919, the to tal issue o f 
paper currency (except em ergency currency) was 
M arks 50,065.000,000 in December, 1923, it was 
Marks 496.585,345,900,000.000.000. The latter fig­ 
ure canno t be said and to m ake sure th a t no o ne 
m akes a m istake, there are 21 figures. In o ther 
wo rds, the M ark had lo st all value. To m ake the 
picture simpler, in No vember, 1923. 42,000,000,000 
M arks were w o rth o ne cent o f Am erican mo ney. 
There is o nly o ne so lutio n to such a pro blem 
and th a t is to s ta rt all o ver again which is really 
what H jalm ar H o race Greeley Schacht, who did 
H itler's eco no mic thinking, did. A to tally new7 
eco no my was created It. co uld o nly be impo sed 
by the mo st brutal type o f dictato rship which had 
to end in w ar to sustain itself . 
T here arc so me in this co untry who believe 
that there are gimmicks to rescue them fro m an 
inflatio n, such as the purchase o f co mmo n sto cks, 
particularly tho se related to the pro ductio n o f 
no n-po stpo nable co mmo dities as fo o dstuffs, dis­ 
tributo rs o l fo o dstuffs and w ar pro ductio n.

The lower-eourt decision in 1955 
awarded the Flores estate $80,000, 
p lus interest. 
Attorney s for Flores estate con­ 
tended that the five p hy sicians ap ­ 
p roved by the athletic commission 
had been negligent in failing to 
susp end Flores. 
They argued that the boxer had 
suffered head injuries in two p re­ 
vious bouts within a p eriod of five 
weeks and that he should not have 
been allowed in the ring 
Flores was examined before his 
last fight by Dr Vincent Nardiel- 
lo, a v eteran ring p hy sician. 
In y esterday 's op inion, written 
by Justice William H. Coon, the 
court said that Flores had been 
examined by a state-ap p roved p hy ­ 
sician before and after each of the 
two p revious bouts. But, he said, 
the p hy sicians were selected and 
p aid by the p romoter of the fight. 
“ Under 
these 
circumstances, 
there is serious doubt as to wheth­ 
er the examining doctor is an em ­ 
p loy e of the state, but, even as­ 
suming emp loy ment by the state, 
claimant has not established neg­ 
ligence on the p art of the examin­ 
ing doctors,” Coon said.
